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Cancer survivor set 
for her wedding day

A cancer survivor from 
Chessington is planning the 
wedding she thought she 
might not live to see. 

Natasha, 23, was diagnosed 
with stage two skin cancer al¬ 
most a year ago in February 
2017. 

Everything she took for 
granted, especially her own 
life, was thrown into ques¬ 
tion. 

Natasha said: “I was 
shocked and very confused. 
I didn’t feel like myself any 
more. I just couldn’t believe I 
had cancer. 

“It was particularly scary 
that I’d had no other signs 
and I felt well, but inside, I 
was fighting for my life. 

“I found myself wonder¬ 
ing what the future held. I 
wondered if I would actually 
make getting married and be 
able to have children, some¬ 
thing I’d always wanted.” 

Now Natasha is clear of 
cancer she will marry fi¬ 


ance, Nick Illingworth, 31, in 
Hampshire in October. 

Natasha had no family his¬ 
tory of cancer and wasn’t a 
sun-worshipper. But in May 
2015, she noticed a change 
in a mole. A mole on my left 
shoulder, which I believe 
I’d had all my life, suddenly 
appeared darker and much 
more raised. 

After a referral to a derma¬ 
tologist Natasha was told it 
was normal, although it was 
likely to grow - which it did. 

However, the mole also con¬ 
tinued to darken and started 
to itch so Natasha got it 
checked again. 

During her second referral 
in February, Natasha’s worst 
fears were confirmed. She 
was told the mole should to be 
removed immediately 

Natasha was told the mela¬ 
noma was stage two, meaning 
she had to undergo a further 
procedure and a biopsy on 
lymph nodes in her back, 
armpit and neck. 

The biopsy revealed the 
cancer had spread, increas¬ 
ing her level of skin cancer to 
stage three. 

She said: “I had no idea 


how melanoma could spread - 
I thought skin cancer was just 
in the skin. When there was a 
mention of a lymph node bi¬ 
opsy to see if it’d spread fur¬ 
ther, I felt numb.” 

It took Natasha a while to 
recover from the operation, 
but she is now back at work. 
She has three-monthly check¬ 
ups and regular CT scans, 
which have all been clear. 

She believes she was sim¬ 
ply unlucky to have been di¬ 
agnosed with melanoma and 
now is raising awareness 
and helping Cancer Research 
UK’s ‘Right Now’ campaign 
which shows how real cancer 
patients are getting on with 
their lives post treatment. 

Natasha said: “Melanoma 
taught me what a bad day re¬ 
ally is and how the things I 
used to worry about were so 
insignificant and trivial. 

“The ‘Right Now’ campaign 
captures the experience of so 
many families like mine. Can¬ 
cer affects us all - not just the 
person diagnosed, but also 
their loved ones.”

Commuter 
hot spot 
places to live 

Swanley has been named the 
nation’s house price hotspot 
among commuter towns in 
England, according to new 
figures. 

Property website Zoopla 
identified it as the best per¬ 
former in the study, with 
an average house price of 
£375,066 and annual growth 
rate of nearly 11 percent. 

The research looked at 
towns within an hour’s com¬ 
mute of ten cities, searching 
Birmingham, Bristol, Edin¬ 
burgh, Leeds, London Man¬ 
chester, Newcastle, Sheffield 
and Nottingham. 

It is believed that, because 
of this, the value of a Swan- 
ley home could offset the 
cost of a £2,500 annual Lon¬ 
don rail fare in just under a 
month. Meanwhile Walton 
Weybridge rank among the 
bottom ten with the second 
and fourth worst annual 
growth rates respectively. 
The former has an average 
house price of £630,468 and 
the latter at £914,740, with an¬ 
nual growth rates of minus 
five percent and minus 4.79 
percent respectively. 

Swanley was the only 
commuter town nearest to 
London on a list of the best¬ 
performing locations for both 
annual house price growth, 
the average house price and 
annual percentage increase. 

Zoopla spokesman Law¬ 
rence Hall said: “An easy 
commute into the office is 
often very near the top of the 
property wish list.”

Man fined £1.9k 


for fly-tipping

A Mitcham man was fined 
£1,980 and received a six- 
month driving ban after 
dumping waste on Epsom 
Common. 

Lee Nicholson, 35, of 
McRae Lane in Mitcham, 
pleaded guilty to fly-tipping 
charges at Guildford Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on January 8. 

Bags of rubble, plaster¬ 
board, insulation, a mattress, 
a bed, fluorescent light tubes, 
office equipment (including a 
fax machine and printer car¬ 
tridges) and various bagged 
and loose rubbish were 
among the odds and ends. 

The waste was discovered 
in March 2017 and the fly 
tipped material had to be 
cleared from the nature re¬ 
serve at the expense of Coun¬ 
cil Tax payers. 

Fortunately the office rub¬ 
bish included items with an 
address from which council 
investigators were able to 
track back to the origin of 


the waste. 

The originator was 
shocked that the material 
had been disposed of ille¬ 
gally, having paid for the 
disposal in good faith, and 
supplied the council with 
the telephone number for the 
person used for the disposal. 

As well as the fine, Nichol¬ 
son received a driving ban for 
six months to prevent further 
offending. 

A spokesman for Epsom & 
Ewell Borough Council said: 


“Fly-tipping is a blight on 
neighbourhoods and we will 
take action against perpetra¬ 
tors. 

“Individuals and busi¬ 
nesses should always check 
that whoever they get to clear 
waste is licensed and should 
obtain a waste transfer 
note. 

“We urge anyone who wit¬ 
nesses fly-tipping to help us 
catch these criminals by giv¬ 
ing us as much information 
as possible via our website.”

‘No excuse’ to 
take bus away 

TfL to consider stopping 166 service

THE 166 bus is under threat 
of being taken away, with 
Transport for London set to 
launch a consultation on its 
future in the coming weeks. 

Transport for London has 
said it will launch a consulta¬ 
tion on the route, which runs 
between West Croydon and 
Epsom Hospital, in the next 
couple of weeks. 

Epsom and Ewell MP and 
Transport Secretary Chris 
Grayling said: “There is ab¬ 
solutely no excuse for taking 
it away. It supports people in¬ 
side the London boundary as 
well as outside it. 

“Tve been making repre¬ 
sentations to the Mayor of 
London and to TfL about this, 
making it clear that it must 
remain. And I’ve been talk¬ 
ing to the county council to 
try to work together to put 
pressure on them not to re-

move the service.” 

Surrey County Council 
said it is in talks with TfL to 
try to secure the future of the 
service, and hopes to keep it 
running as it is now. 

Councillor Tina Mountain 
said: “We’re fully aware of 
how important it is to the 
residents - not just young 
people but old people doing 
their shopping in Epsom. We 
have children who wouldn’t 


be able to go to school. 

“We have asked how much 
money we could put in to 
keep it running. We are hop¬ 
ing very, very much that once 
the consultation is through, 
and TfL realises how impor¬ 
tant it is to the area, they will 
let us contribute to keep it 
going.” TfL declined to com¬ 
ment, but will release infor¬ 
mation about the consulta¬ 
tion when it begins.

Basically it’s a documentary 
behind the theatre doors at the 
QE in Birmingham - this is a hos¬ 
pital I know well as I attended for 
many minor bumps and scrapes 
as a nipper. 

But never in my wildest dreams 
would I have thought surgeons 
would be pushing the boundaries 
in the way they are now. 

Bear in mind these are the 
creme de la creme of the medi¬ 


cal world - they are the Lewis 
Hamilton or Lionel Messi of the 
sawbones world and have the 
egos to match. 

So, describing last night’s ac¬ 
tion in my very layman terms this 
is what happened. And bear in 
mind I’m not great with blood. 

The first op was done on a 
bloke the rest of the medical 
world had given up on. First they 
removed a cancer riddled kidney

was the cancer had spread to his 
main artery. So, cool as you like 
they open his chest cavity, cool 
down his blood until his heart 
stops and then empty his body of 
blood completely.

Police are searching for wit¬ 
nesses after a man drove dan¬ 
gerously and abused a London 
Ambulance Service staff mem¬ 
ber during an emergency call in 
Worcester Park. 

Police said the driver of a Hon¬ 
da CRV-type vehicle pulled up be¬ 
hind the ambulance and got out 
of his car before shouting abuse 
at a man and a woman in Cen¬ 
tral Road, near the junction with 
Green Lane, at around 6.45pm on 
December 27. 

This was while they were re¬ 
sponding to an emergency call to 
help an elderly woman suffering 
from an acute illness. 

London Ambulance Service 
team leader Katie Vallis said: “It 
is completely unacceptable for 
our staff to suffer verbal abuse 
from members of the public 
when they are trying to do their 
job. 

“Thankfully, on this occasion, 
our crew was not injured, but 
as a Service, we will not tolerate 
this type of behaviour.” 

Fortunately neither were hurt 



A man shouted abuse at two 
London Ambulance Service 
crew members in Worcester 
Park 

and they resumed their shift af¬ 
ter the incident while the Honda 
driver continued on towards 
Kingston. 

Police describe him as a white 
man, aged in his 40s or 50s, and 
around 5ft 6in in height. 

The man may also have been 
wearing a green jacket with dark 
trousers and white trainers. 

Police Sergeant John Boucha¬ 
rd from Sutton borough said: “I 
would urge the man responsible 
to come forward and speak to po¬ 
lice. This is a shocking incident 


where a member of the emergen¬ 
cy services was unjustly abused 
while on shift, and I would like 
to think this man will come for¬ 
ward and take responsibility for 
his actions.” 

“The CCTV is not of good 
quality, it is possible that the im¬ 
age, combined with the man’s 
link to the Honda, may enable 
somebody to identify him. 

“In the meantime, officers will 
be working to trace higher qual¬ 
ity CCTV from buses and infor¬ 
mation from Automatic Number 
Plate Recognition (ANPR) sys¬ 
tems in order to identify the sus¬ 
pect and the car.” 

It is the believed the incident 
could be connected with an ear¬ 
lier situation where the Honda 
driver did not move out of the 
way of the ambulance as it was 
driving through Worcester Park 
High Street with its lights and 
sirens activated. 

The Honda driver stated he 
thought the male London Ambu¬ 
lance Crew member was swear¬ 
ing at him at the time of the inci¬ 
dent while he hurled abuse.

Test Match Special presenter 
Jonathan Agnew talks to 



WARREN GWILLYM about 
hosting two nights of cricket 
conversation with two of the 
game’s real characters... 


It has been another long, harsh winter for 
England’s cricketers with some of the team’s 
off field antics making even bigger headlines 
than its woeful showing on it. 

The 4-0 drubbing at the hands of Australia 
in the recent Ashes series has led to the usual 
media scramble to ask former players, 
pundits and commentators for their opinion 
of where it all went wrong for England. 

One of the most sought after and respected 
of those is the BBC’s cricket correspondent 
and host of Test Match Special (TMS) 
Jonathan Agnew who offers a typically 
forthright verdict when I ask him for his 
assessment. 

“Predictable,” he said with an air of 
indignation. “Alistair Cook and Joe Root 
were disappointing and, obviously, there are 
some real question marks over the batting 
line-up. 

“Everyone is saying that England should 
do better with the two test matches coming 
up in New Zealand as they’ll be more suited 
to the conditions over there. 

“But it’s not a given that they’ll get a result. 
New Zealand have some very fine players 
who will make life difficult for England. 

“It’s all well and good Trevor Bayliss 
[England head coach] saying that he is going 
to leave when his contract ends in 2019 but if 
England don’t do well on the next leg of the 
tour then some serious questions will be 
asked of him too.” 

Having played for Leicestershire and 
England in a career spanning 13 years, 
Agnew seamlessly made the transition into 
journalism in 1987. He is a highly regarded 
newspaper and digital media columnist and 
has become a national treasure in his own 
right as the voice of TMS. With that pedigree 
it is little wonder he is a man in demand. 

England’s winter of discontent will be just 
one of many topics covered when Aggers — 
as he is lovingly labelled by colleagues, TMS 
listeners and just about everyone else — 
takes to the stage at New Wimbledon Theatre 
with one of the greats of the game, Geoffrey 
Boycott later this month (Friday January 26) 
for a show entitled Ashes to Ashes. 

“I have worked with Geoffrey now for 
many years and he has become a very 
good friend. We have an excellent rapport. 

“ He is 20 years older than me and our 
paths crossed when I was playing for 
Leicestershire and he was coming to the 
end of his playing days at Yorkshire. 

“In the show, I sit down with him and 
ask him about his life. He has had an 
extraordinary career with Yorkshire and 
England. 

‘ ‘He can be formidable if you don’t know 
him but if you know about cricket and 
talk about it with authority then you will 
quickly gain his respect. 

‘ ‘He has mellowed over the years and 
accepts he has made mistakes, especially 
during his spell as captain of Yorkshire.” 

Aggers is so comfortable with Boycott 
these days that he was able to wind-up the 
plain-speaking Yorkshireman live on TMS 


about the validity of a century he made against 
the Rest of the World in 1970. 

Aggers kept a perfectly straight face during 
the 12-minute prank in which he said the 
milestone was to be retrospectively wiped from 
the records and that subsequently Boycott’s 
landmark 100th first-class 100, achieved at 
Yorkshire’s home ground of Headingly in 1977, 
would become his 99th. 

The prank, which has been viewed thousands 
of times on social media and YouTube, ended 
with Boycott calling Aggers ‘a muppet. ’ 

‘ ‘I know him so well and knew what would 
wind him up,” said Aggers, rightly proud of his 
efforts. “But fair play to Geoffrey, he took it very 
well, actually” 

Following hot on the heels of the evening with 
Boycott is another show from the same mould, 


only this time with former England bowler Phil 
Tufnell at Richmond Theatre (Saturday, 
February 17). 

“They are two very different beasts,” said 
Aggers. “Both are outspoken and both are jolly 
good storytellers. However, Tuffers is an 
entertainer and he likes to play the fool. 

“As a player he was a captain’s nightmare and 
a rebel, but he is a bright chap and has done some 
extraordinary things down the years. 

“He’s been an art critic for the One Show, he’s 
been a captain on A Question of Sport and he’s 
competed in Strictly Come Dancing. He even 
won the second series of I’m A Celebrity Get Me 
Out of Here.” 

As tough as the winter has been for English 
cricket, it’s a drop in the ocean for Aggers who 
has been supporting his wife Emma through her 


treatment for breast cancer since July 

He was understandably delighted to reveal 
that her final chemotherapy session was to take 
place a week after our conversation. 

“It puts it all into perspective, really” he said. 

‘ ‘The support we have received from the TMS 
community and beyond has been truly humbling. 

“People from all over the world have been in 
contact. Their kindness and well wishes have 
helped us get through the darkest of times.”

COCO (PG): Family values resonate far beyond the land 
of the living in Disney Pixar’s uplifting computer-animated 
coming of age story. Sensitively scripted by Alfred Molina 
and Matthew Aldrich, Coco is a visually sumptuous val¬ 
entine to Mexican culture and the importance of passing 
down memories to the next generation as seen through 
the eyes of as 12-year-old boy (voiced by Anthony Gon¬ 
zalez), who travels to the Land of the Dead to meet his 
long-lost ancestors. Co-director Lee Unkrich, who de¬ 
servedly collected an Oscar for Toy Story 3, strikes a 
joyous universal chord with an alFLatino voice cast and 
an irresistible blend of heart-tugging emotion, uproarious 
comedy and toe-tapping musicality. You can feel the love 
in every jaw-dropping frame, which shimmers with vibrant 
colour and exquisite attention to detail. It’s a ravishing 
feast for the senses. Coco stands shoulder-to-shoulder 
with WALL-E and Inside Out as a heartfelt modern clas¬ 
sic. 

THE POST (12A): Director Steven Spielberg’s handsome 
dramatisation of events leading up to the high-profile legal 
wrangling between The New York Times and President 
Richard Nixon feels uncomfortably relevant in a modern 
era of fake news and presidential Twitter outbursts. The 
Post is also a timely depiction of gender inequality in the 
workplace and lionises the achievements of Katharine 
Graham, publisher of The Washington Post, who risked 
losing the family business because she refused to be 
bullied by a patriarchal establishment. Tubs are repeat¬ 
edly thumped in Spielberg’s picture, most powerfully in 
Meryl Streep’s tour-de-force portrayal of Graham, which 
captures every facet of a working mother’s resolve, inner 
turmoil and defiance. Tom Hanks provides robust sup¬ 
port as Ben Bradlee, crusading executive editor of The 
Washington Post. After a sluggish opening 15 minutes, 
The Post whirrs smoothly into action, cutting back and 
forth between Graham and Bradlee’s personal odysseys. 
Period detail is impeccable and Spielberg’s frequent cin¬ 
ematographer Janusz Kaminski and composer John Wil¬ 
liams add lustre to the stylish project. 

THE COMMUTER (15): Spanish director Jaume Collet- 
Serra’s high-octane action thriller careens along the Hud¬ 
son Line of New York City’s busy Metro-North Railroad 


for a preposterous high-stakes game of hide and seek 
involving a former NYPD detective (Liam Neeson) on 
board an evening rush hour train. Logic is left standing on 
the platform of Grand Central station as three scriptwrit¬ 
ers merrily propel their two-dimensional characters down 
narrative sidings in order to extend our journey time and 
give the false impression of dramatic momentum. A ridic¬ 
ulously overblown finale, which begs unfavourable com¬ 
parisons with Jan de Bont’s Speed, temporarily quickens 
the pulse but The Commuter has already derailed before 
this spectacular, special effects-laden flourish. There’s 
not one instance when we fear for Neeson’s flawed hero, 
even when his head is being thrust out of a smashed 
carriage window into the path of an oncoming train. The 
wheels come off Collet-Serra’s picture but the Ballymena- 
born leading man chugs on regardless. 

THREE BILLBOARDS OUTSIDE EBBING, MISSOURI 
(15): Hell hath no fury like a grief-stricken mother scorned 
in London-born writer-director Martin McDonagh’s black¬ 
ly comic thriller, which pits one vigilante parent against 
her local police force in a fictional midwestern town. Im¬ 
peccably scripted and blessed with a blistering lead per¬ 
formance from Frances McDormand, Three Billboards 
Outside Ebbing, Missouri is a near-perfect film in the right 
place at the right time. McDonagh’s explosive morality 
tale is fuelled by the righteous anger of a spirited woman, 
who believes her concerns are being ignored by men in 
power and will not rest until all lines of inquiry have been 
exhausted in the pursuit of justice. Her rebel yell sparks 
sickening violence that may divide audiences, including 
one scene in a dentist’s surgery that leaves jaws truly 
dropped, but brutality always serves the lean, muscular 
narrative. McDonagh directs with an assured hand, deftly 
juggling the ticking time bombs of ghoulish comedy and 
heartrending tragedy. 

DARKEST HOUR (PG): The 27 tumultuous days which 
led to Winston Churchill’s impassioned cry for the Brit¬ 
ish to fight on the beaches and in the streets in 1940, 
is elegantly dramatised in Joe Wright’s handsomely 
crafted character study, Darkest Hour. Based on a script 
by Anthony McCarten, who was Oscar-nominated for 
The Theory Of Everything, this timely account of political 


hubris during blood-soaked conflict is distinguished by a 
tour-de-force performance from Gary Oldman. 
Concealed behind layers of flawless make-up and la¬ 
tex, the London-born actor surely has one hand on an 
Academy Award for his mesmerising embodiment of the 
rotund statesman, who bore the weight of responsibility 
for evacuating more than 300,000 Allied soldiers from 
the beaches of Dunkirk. Oldman delivers Churchill’s 
public addresses with lip-smacking relish but it’s in the 
film’s quieter moments, when the politician stares into the 
hollowed eyes of self-doubt, that his performance 
delivers knockout blows. Kristin Scott Thomas and 
Ben Mendelsohn offer sterling support, the latter tugging 
heartstrings in a softly played final scene in which King 
George VI counsels Churchill: “Go to the people. Let 
them instruct you.” 

HOSTILES (15): Retribution and regret are saddle-sore 


travelling companions in writer-director Scott Cooper’s 
gritty western, set during the final years of the blood¬ 
thirsty war between the United States Army and Native 
Americans. Hostiles cocks its pistol towards political cor¬ 
rectness by apportioning blame for the slaughter to both 
sides of the conflict. Cooper’s script isn’t inclined to rig¬ 
orously debate moral ambiguities and characters some¬ 
times enforce racial and tribal stereotypes for the sake 
of dramatic expediency. However, boundaries between 
conventional heroes and villains are intriguingly blurred, 
and justice is seldom granted to battle-scarred charac¬ 
ters as they endure “the Lord’s rough ways”. Christian 
Bale delivers a blistering performance as a world-weary 
army captain, whose humanity is revitalised by an unex¬ 
pected encounter with the sole survivor of a Comanche 
attack (Rosamund Pike). The on-screen pairing of the two 
British actors elevates Cooper’s film.
